The Illinois Tollway is 
iug to Increase its fares, 
cording to annouueemeut 
made Tuesday by Charles M. 
Burgess, chairman of the III. 
State Toll Highway Commis- 
sion. 

Wilbur Smith & Assoc, 
consulting traffic engineers 
have recommended an in- 
crease of 5c in passenger car 
rates and an increase for 
commercial vehicles based on 
the number of axles, on Ihe 
"barrier" portion of the toll- 
way east of the Fox River. 

Passenger car rates on the 
"ticket" section of the North- 
west Tollway would increase 
from 2 cents to 2'j cents per 
mile, with corresponding in- 
creases for commercial vehi- 
cles. 

The bond requirement 
schedule. Burgess said, is two 
years behind schedule. The 
rale increase would improve 
the Tollway's ability to meet 
its reserve fund require- 
ments. When the lust of the 
revenue bonds is retired, the 
tollway will become a free- 
way. 

The traffic engineers' rce- 
ommendations were to be. 
be considered at a meeting 
of the commission on August 
14. If approved, -the rales 
would become effective -Oct. 
1, 1963.

Tax collections of the 
state governments in fiscal 
1902 averaged $112.80 per 
capita nationwide, but varied 
from less than- $70 per cap- 
ita in two stales to over' $200 
per capita in Hawaii. Illi- 
nois ranked below the aver- 
age, with $95.57 per capita. 

It should be fair to point 
out that such comparisons 
of state revenues do not pre- 
sent the whole picture of 
overall tax burdens borne 
by the residents of the vari- 
ous . states. • Some of the 
variations among the fiftahes 
arise from differences in the 
division of the responsibility 
between state and local gov- 
ernments for performing and 
financing governmental func- 
tions. 

50% of all the tax revch 
nues obtained by the states 
in 1902 was derived from 
sales arid gross receipts taxes. 
Today general sales taxes are 
levied by 37 states, and in 
1902 they yielded. $5,0110.000,- 
000, a 12.4% increase over 
the 1901 total. On a per cap- 
ita basis', state revenues from 
gene rid sales taxes rose by 



$3.07— from $24,75 In 1901 
to $27.02 In 1902. 

Or the 37 states that levied 
a general tax In 1902, 29 re- 
lied on it for more than \'\ 
of Ihelr total tax revenues, 
Seven, (Arizona, Hawaii, Illi- 
nois. I n d i an a, Michigan. 
Washington and West Vir- 
ginia! obtained 40% or niore 
of their tax revenues from 
this source. 

Tax rate. Increases and ris- 
ing fuel consumption raised 
motor fuel taxes to a new 
record of $3,007,000,000 in 
1902. an increase of 97% over 
the total a decade ago. State 
gasoline tax rates ranged 
from 5c per gallon in some 
states to Oc in Alaska, (rate 
in Illinois is 5e per gallon). 

Receipts from :j state in- 
come .lax (individual and cor- 
porate) amounted to $4,035,- 
812,000 in 1902. New York 
collected the largest amount 
($1,288,000,000). Other 

states, with high Income tax 
collections in 1902 include 
California ($500,000,000), 
Massachusetts $211,000,000, 
Wisconsin ($190,000,000) and 
Minnesota ($150,000,000). Illi- 
nois does not have an' income 
tax. either personal or cor- 
porate.

BOATS ARE DIFFERENT 
FROM CARS 
By Hank Wloand Bowman I 
Some misinformed. persons 
toll newcomers to boating 
that. It's just as* easy to ^Hvc 
a boat as It Is an automobile, 
It Is, but it's different. . 
The differences aren't so 
great that they can't bo over- 
come very simply but in the 
Interest of your own safety 
and that of your passengers, 
these differences, should .'bo 
clearly understood. 

A boat has no. brakes. The 
new, helmsman must quickly 
learn that his boat will come 
to a standstill In a varying 
length of time depending 
upon wind, waves', tide, cur- 
rent a hd boat load. 

He must realize, too, that 
distance on water is often de- 
ceptive for the automobile- 
trained operator. 

The ability to judge water 
distances will only be gained 
by experience^ 
-JOne -of . the,, greatest ,,yar«. 
lances between auto and boat 
operations is in stccringj£ 
sponsc. 

When you turn an 
bile steering wheel 
right, the front wheels rum 
In that direction and the rear 
wheels follow closely tho 
tracks of the front wheels. 

Not so with tho boat. When 
you turn a boat, the stern, 
rather than the bow, reads 
first. 

If you turn to the right, 
the stern swings to the left. 
Water packs up on the left 
side of the bow and the pros- 




]| sure from the rear plus the 
:| resistance of the water-build- 
ing up on the outside of the 
turn will cause the bow to 
deflect to the' right. 

Because of this stern steer- 
ing you* can't race along 
parallel to a bulkhead or dock 
and vuor away safely. More 
than likely your stern will 
clobber the very thing you 
are trying to avoid, unless you 
allow for • this stern move- 
ment. , 's : ; s:;'i 

The same thing applies 
when you start away from a 
dock. You may 'find -It 'safer 
to back out Of to push away 
from a dock with an oar or 
uoathooki - -"! 

The design contours of 
(he bottom of the boat also 
have an effect on tho boat's 
turning characteristics. . 

Hound bilge or round 
cliiiic boats, those which have 
sides that arc rounder at .tile 
water line with no sharp 
definition as to where sides 
stop and bottom begins, bank 
toward the inside of a turn, 
, .Boats . with hard ' chines, 
sides and bottom that meet 
at an abrupt angle, have a far 
lesser tendency to bank to 
the inside and usually turn 
flat. 

.Some designs' tend 7 to lean 
outward in a turn, others 
skid. 

One boat, may be safely 
turned in a tight arc. Anoth- 
er of similar topside appear- 
ance may require a larger 
turning circle. . 

The skilled boatman will 
feel out a strange bout care- 
fully until he learns its han- 
dling characteristics.
